Saturday, 
June 2. Exhibits and trophies 
may not be removed until close 
of the show.

The committee will not b« re- 
sponsible for loss or damage to 
material or containers.

4. Exhibitor's names will not 
b« allowed on exhibits until 
judging.

5. Florists and commercial 
exhibitors may have signs not 
exceeding 12 inches by 18 
inches.

6. Exhibitors ar» requested 
wherever possible to nam« 
flowers entered.

7. First, second and third 
prize ribbons will be awarded 
under each classification.

8. Ribbons will not be award­ 
ed under any classification un­ 
less exhibit has merit.

9. Any meritorious exhibit not 
provided for in the schedule will 
be suitably recognized.

10. T'here will be no admission 
from 10 a.m. to 3 p.m. Saturday, 
while judges award the ribbons 
and the trophies.
